Tho en- 
croachments and the quarrel arising out of 
them, that brought about tho jury trial, 
were nil skillful inventions to catch tho ears 
of a curious public and to spread abroad the 
belief that here was a real El Dorado that 
these men were lighting about. Never in tbo 
history of mining swindles, lengthy and won- 
drous as that chapter of human history is, 
was a more elaborate conspiracy conceived 
and executed, nor was any nioro absolutely 
successful. — Cor. San Francisco Chronicle.

AN EXPENSIVE MEAL. 


Tlie Eitruvatant Dinner Cooaumed 


Ouo Bfao on a Wajrer. 


Some f ow gentlemen happened to bo dining 


a few weeks ago at the fashionable restaurant, 
the Cafe do Paris, and one of them asserted 
that it was impossible for a single person to 
eat a dinner that should cost 500 francs, and 
that ho would pay for it if he (tho eater) 
could. The Vicomte de Viel Castel accepted 
tho challenge. 


"Bat when I say ono person," hcstipulatcd, 


UI d^n't mean a p^roian, but a gourmet, an 
epicure, myself; and when I say eat, of 
course it includes drink. Nothing is easier. 
I wiK dine, even hero, at tho Cafe do Paris, 
after drawing op my own bill of fare, and ] 
will dispatch, without help, your 500 franc 


"Leaving nothing in tho plates anddibhesl1' 
"Yes; I shall leave tho bones." 
"But you won't breakfast that day ?' 
"I shall breakfast as usual." 
"Let it come off, then, to-morrow; hero, al 


7 in the evening." 


Tho maitre d'hotel was summoned and con- 


sulted. 
It was tho depth of winter; tho 


vicoruto wanted forced fruits and vegetables 
the shooting season was over, ho insisted on 
game. 
Tho umitro d'hotel's request for a 


week to prepare in was granted. The um- 
pires wero to dine at separate tables, to tho 
right and left of tho vicomte's table. He was 
allowed two hours to dine in, from 7 till 9, 
and he might either talk or hold his tongue. 


At tho appointed day and hour the parties 


met and took their places. The bill of fare 
was still a mystery. Tho first things scrvec 
were twelve dozen Ostend oysters and a half 
bottlo of Johannisberg. The vicorate's ap- 
petito was sharp. 
Ho asked for twelve more 


dozen oysters and another half bottle of the 
same wine. Then came swallow's nest soup, 
which tho vicomte poured into a basin one; 
drank off at a draught, like a cup of tea. 


"Ma foi, messieurs," ho said. "I feel hun- 


gry today. Will you allow ino to indulge a 
longing? I adoro beefsteak and fried pota- 
toes. That's an extra which I will pay for 
myself. Waiter, a bottle of Bordeaux, grand 
cru." 


The umpires stared at ono another. Tho 


beefsteak and potatoes wero brought and 
eonsumud to the very last scrap. 


"And now for tho fish? Messieurs, this is a 


ferrat from tho Lake of Geneva, tho only 
place where it is found. It arrived this 
morning alive, in tho water of its native lake. 
Tbo ferrat is a delicious fish; I advise you to 
try it. Waiter, another bottlo of the same 
Bordeaux." 


Five minutes afterward all that remained 


of the ferrat was tho bones. Then camo the 
truffled pheasant, which was demolished in 
about ten minutes more. 
Then tho salmis or 


ragout of ortolans, ten in number, each of 
which made just one mouthful. Forced 
asparagus, green peas from Africa, straw- 
berries and pineapple followed, with a half 
bottlo of Constantia, and then coffee and 
liqucurcs, all of which were consumed to tho 
last scrap aud drop. 


The umpires acknowledged that everything 


had been executed loyally and literally abovo- 
board. It only remained to call for the bill. 
Total, JUS francs, 50 centimes. A few only 
of tho items need bo cited: Swallow's nest 
soup, 1M> francs; beefsteak and potatoes, 2 
francs; ferrat from tho Lake of Geneva, 40 
francs; two bottles of Bordeaux, grand cru, 
20 francs; strawberries, 20 francs. 


The only comment that need be made is, 


that for the some sum of money a plain but 
hearty meal might have been given to 500 
hungry men, women and children.—Ameri- 
can Analyst. 


Pctrlileil Bodirs Discovered. 


A gentleman who resided for a considerable 


length of time on tho shores of I-ako Winni- 
peg verifies the statement published as to the 
existence of petrified 'bodies hi certain dis- 
tricts, lie has information from a priest 
who established a Catholic mis>iou near Fort 
Alexander that the body of a Mrs. Bruyero, 
buried at tho forks of two streams emptying 
into the Winnipeg river, was found petrified 
when exhumed for tho purpose of removal to 
a regularly consecrated cemetery. It was 
found on investigation that the body had 
been subjected to a dripping process from 
clear, crystal water, which passed through 
tho coffln, having the effect of petrifying tho 
body. Several other similar instances are 
reported in the vicinity of Fort Alexander.— 
Winnipeg Dispatch.

•'Yes. I'rcshing trousers underneath the 


m ittrossos of bods, having strait jacket racks 
to hong them up in and making t liom a pe- 
culiar way has nothing todowilh preventing 
them from bagging nt tho knees. Soino men 
brg tlidr trouWH more than otlitrs Justus 
nuturulh ay many aio hunjur on cluthing 
than others. There is birtono way to prevent 
bugging, and that is to pull tho trousers up a 
ft w liichi's o\ or the kneiti whenever you fcit 
d< 'Wi. This ui-tion makes tho kneo caps press 
against tho cloth at a point that is be 
lo'.v the natural 
standing position

H liilo tho wuarer is seated. If tho trousers 
wore not 
pulled

a strong pressure from the laieo caps and tho 
bag is thus made. 
It mubt bo remembered, 


too, 
that the Icnccs when walking continually 


press against the portions that havo to stand 
tl-o pressure when tho wearer is seated, un- 
Ic^s ho pulls them up a fovv inches. By doing 
the latter there is no strain against tho snmo 
place in walking, and tho incipient bag, so to 
s]>eak, is straightened out or nullified by sim- 
ply having to hang in a straight lino and not 
bi> tho pivotal point to describe an obtuse 
nnglo at each step. Sonio men sit at desks 
all day and yet they never have their trou- 
sers bag. They pull them up every time they 
si' down.

when wanted. 
Tho invention includes on 


elrctricnl clock apparatus, and tho machine 
is to bo put on tho lamp post over and con- 
nected with tho police patrol box. Tho in- 
vention is such as to work night and day and 
is operated entirely by an electric button in 
tho electric room at tho police station. By 
touching tho button in tho station four 
"white wings" are drawn out and displayed, 
a t ignal to tho officer in tho vicinity that he 
is wanted, so that ho can immediately tele- 
phone from tho patrol box to tho station for 
instructions. By night a red globe is made 
to riso and incloso tho light of tho lamp post 
—thus displaying a signal which cou bo soon 
several blocks away, indicating like the day 
si;;nol that tho officer is wanted at tho tele- 
phone for instructions. Then when tho off! 
ccr has received his orders tho samo button 
in the central station is touched and tho np- 
pcratus resumes its original placo. 


While; tho invention might bo a valuable 


addition to tho ^olico alarm system, it is in- 
teaded to bo tuoro applicable to railroads, 
whcro it can bo mado to work automatically 
aiid indicate a misplaced switch either by 
Uoy or by night, tho signal to bo so plain as 
to givo on engineer plenty of opportunity to 
st< >p his engine iu tuno to avoid an accident. 
Even should tho switch bo purposely mis- 
pUced and tho wires to tho signal bo tam- 
pered with, tho signal, which it is intended to 
eroct on high poles out of any one's reach, 
would immediately show that the wires bad 
boon cut—Milwaukee Sentinel

liar.dsome dinner services of either silver or 
flue cbina in New York, says The Nev, York 


i Journal, but the one owtieU by Mrs. William 


Astor is tho most costly and most beautiful. 
Tbero is not its match in nil America, and in 
Europe you must took the dining rooms of 
kings and dukes to find its equal 


Twenty years ago Mrs, Astor determined 


to have a complete dinner service of solid sil- 
ver. She traveled abroad with her husband 
and caw all the noted silver antiques iu the 
Old World, and then a special artist was com- 
missioned to draw designs for her service. 
Each dish was to be highly carved and of 
graceful form, and there wero to be dishes 
enough for a twelve course dinner party for 
twenty-four guests. The order was given to 
a noted f'aris firm, and the small silver, the 
knives, forks and spoons were mode by a 
famous Baltimore silversmith, from special 
designs furnished by the artist It was a full 
year before tho superb service was finished, 
and another year before it was packed, 
shipped across the ocean and used in tho 
family mansion at No. 830 Fifth avenue. It 
is valued at $100,000. 


SOME OF THE PIECES. 


There aro eleven dozen plates in the service, 


each with a carved border and marked in the 
center with the monogram "W. A." and the 
family crest, witb tho motto, "Semper Fi- 
dclis"— "Always Faithful"—under it. These 
plates cost over $40 each, and $5,000 for all of 
thorn 


Then there aro thirty-five dozens of tho 


s:iiall silver knives, forks and spoons. Just 
think of it I 
Many families aro content to 


own ono dnzon of solid silver teaspoons. Even 
each of the small teaspoons weighs over four 
ounces, ami tho workmanship on each ono 
bring* thorn up to 810 each. Tho tablespoons 
aro unusually largo, and there aro curious 
oyster und 7ish forks. 
This small silver cost 


over $5,000. 


A punchbowl of unusual size with a cover, 


a d<w.en vegetable and entree dishes, all with 
repousse carvmg and close covers; two dozen 
after dinner colToo cups and saucers wreathed 
in little Bacchantes and roses; tiny salt cel- 
lars and pepper boxes for each plate, and two 
dozen silver punch goblets aro in tho service. 
When ono looks at tho vast array, §100,000 
does not scorn too much for it; yet, wero this 
sum out at interest, it would yield a yearly 
income of $4,000. 


This service does not include all of Mrs. 


Astor's bilvor. She has an exquisite little 
breakfast service, which was ono of herwed- 


1 ding presents, and which has been iu ber 


• family over a hundred and Dfty years, and 


j another tea service is almost as old. Then 


I her collection of china Is ono of tho finest in 


] America. 
Mr. Astor is a connoisseur in 


china, and each year ho brings homo from 
Europe some choice bit, or, perhaps, an entire 
sot of Sevres or Worcester, worth its weight 
in gold. 


THE DESIGNS DESTROYED. 


Certainly tho most costly dessert sot in 


Amorica is owned by Mrs. Cornelius Vandcr- 
btlt. The first Cornelius Vondcrbilt ate his 
pumpkin pie off a common white dclf plate. 
Tho present Cornelius Vaudcrbilt cuts his 
orange on a golden plato set with uncut 
gems. Probably some future Cornelius Van' 
dorbilt will eat candied violets from a plate 
of diamonds. 


It seems liko a fairy story to hear of a 


mortal eating from golden plates, set w-ith 
rubies and emeralds, turquoises and garnets, 
but all tho twenty guests at the dinner party 
given by Mrs. Vanderbilt ate from dessert 
platos of real gold. Mra Vanderbilt has two 
dozen of th^m. They nro not very largo, 
about seven inches in diameter, and are 
carved about tho edge. No one, except tho 
owners and tho dealer, knows how much 
these golden plates cost, but a prominent 
Jeweler has valued each ono at 63(JO. They 
wero purchased in Paris. 


Mrs. 
Vanderbilt has a silver service, not 


entire, that cost over $23,000. The Csh plates 
are shaped liko small salmon, and tho eye is a 
jewel. The pate dishes are formed liko tiny 
tubs with close covers, and aro provided with 
carved silver handles, so that they can bo 
served hot, and the ice cream plates are 
formed liko clover leaves, and have special 
littlo silver spoons shaped liko shovels. 


Four very costly china dinner and break- 


fast services are owned by Mrs Vanderbilt, 
Tho ono in common use is of deep blue and 
whita china, and it cost over $5,000. The 
choice set is in Royal Worcester, and is com- 
plete c::cc;it iu platters and vegetable dishes. 


Mrs. 
W 1C. Vnndorbilt's special dinner 


service is in pink and whito Qno French 
china, and was niado after special designs, 
whicli were afterward destroyed, so that no 
ono could havo a sot like it. tier dessert set 
is of Royal Worcester and each plate is dif- 
ferent. Tho fruit dish belonged to Louis 
XVI, and borne of the plates once adorned 
Napoleon's table. 


Oro of tho loveliest of china services is 


owned by Mrs. Frederick Vanderbilt. Tho 
design is in 3'ellow and pale blue, and forget- 
me-nots and primroses border each dish. 


Mrs. 
W. II. Vauderbilt has a set of Japa- 


nese dishes whicli cost over $5,000. Each 
dish, whether plate, platter or tureen, has a 
little vaso on tho edge in which a rose or pink 
can bo placed, so that each course is served 
with a flower. This service is in deep Imari 
blue ware, touched with pink. 


One of TUTnnyJs men, who is familiar with 


most of the costly silver and china in town, 
estimates that $10,000,000 would hardly cover 
thoir value,—New York Journal. 


A Providential Escape. 


A miraculous escape is recorded as having 


taken place at the Wright Steam Engine 
works, at Newburg, N. Y. A pulley weigh- 
ing nearly eleven tons was being adjusted in 
a lathe, when suddenly the chain by which it 
was suspended parted, allowing the wheel to 
fall into the pit below, a distance of eight 
feut, where it was broken into eight pieces. 
At tho tune the chain parted, ono of the 
turners was standing on tho hub of the wheel 
and was precipitated into the pit below. 
Those who witnessed the accident rushed to 
tb<9 spot, expecting to find him crushed be- 
neath this enormous moss of iron, but be was 
discovered alive and sound, although the pit 
was only five feet wide.

seek investment in so virtuous a com- 
munity. 


But various occurrences in Arkansas, 


Texas and elsewhere indicate a revival 
of the system of unrder, which had ap- 
parently gone out. The assassination of 
John M.Clayton was one of Hie mo-,t 
cold blooded and infamous political mur- 
ders that has ever beer, committed ui the 
south. AH the attendant circumstances 
show this, and make it clear tilbO that 
tho party to which tho murderer belonged 
sustains and approves his action. The 
statement of his two surviving brothers 
shows that not the slightest effort was 
made by any citizen or official of the 
town to trace the murderer, that the sher- 
iff refused to look into the matter because, 
in the language of his deputy, he was 
engaged in the more important business 
of collecting taxes, and that no reward 
has been olfcred by state- or county au- 
thorities and no person has been ar- 
rested. For nearly twenty-four hours 
Clayton's body lay weltering in his 
blood, 
uncared 
for 
and 
unheeded. 


The community in which such occur- 
rences could take placo u, in plain 
English, not civilized, but barbarous. By 
a coincidence the senate committee on 
privileges and elections, in its report 
upon tho outrages in Texas, made upon 
the same day with the bsuauco of the 
statement of rx-Senator Clayton and his 
brother, describes a number of similar 
murders. The testimony of ono witness 
before this committee cost him bis life 
on his reiurn to his home. Many other 
circumstances might be cited. The recent 
troubles in Mississippi were attacks by 
whiles upon blacks, so unjustifiable and 
outrageous that even leading southern 
newspapers felt bound to denounce them. 


Tlio Arkansas revival is of especial in- 


terest because the BO called independent 
newspapers, which never refer to this 
phase of our polities except with a sneer 
at the expanse of the victims and not of 
the murderers, were pointing to that state 
a few months ago as a sample of the re- 
generation in party methods that would 
surely follow if southern gentlemen were 
only allowed to go on cheating and bull- 
dozing long enough, undisturbed by out- 
side influences, and without being irri- 
tated by impertinent comments in north- 
ern newspaper*. There wero actually 
found Democrats who objected to fraud 
when it aifected them, nnd this develop- 
ment of a healthy public sentiment 
threw the entire independent press into 
a state of rapture. The murder of Col. 
Clayton would seem to show that sou' b- 
ern Republicans who are led by such ile- 
moustration to suppose that they also 
may safely assert their rights make a 
mistake that may cost them their lives. 
But this in a view which the so called in- 
dependent press will probably prefer to 
ignore.—New York Tribune.

SOME STARTLING FACTS. 


Concerning the Working People of the 


Austrian IZrapire. 
*~ 


"Some startling facts regarding tho 


state of the laboring classes in Austria 
havo just been brought to light in a re- 
port made by M. do Vogelsang, director 
of the 'Austrian Social Reform Review.1 
His inquiries extend over a series of 
years, and iaclude nearly 300 different 
branches of manufacture and industry, 
in which over 100,000 persons are em- 
ployed. 


"He found that i.i the towns of Lowei 


Austria, in the drying works for calico 
prints, women and girls wero obliged tc 
work from 0 a. m. to 10 p. m. in a tem- 
perature of over 100 degs. In nearly 
every branch of manufacture ho exam- 
ined, fourteen hours' labor per day was 
the average, or ninety-nine hours per 
week, 


"In factories at Warnsdoru*, Bohemia, 


children under 13 years were required to 
work as long as adults. In tho tuanu< 
facture of chemical products r.t Ausiz, 
Bohemia, some of the workmen aro re- 
quired to labor twenty-four hours at a 
stretch, and some of them are obliged to 
do thirty-six hours for a day's work. The 
pay of these wretched people is given as 
follows: Coal miners working by the 
piece can earn from 43 to CO centa a day; 
by the day, from £j to 43 cents; coal 
workers from 40 to 50 cents; workers in 
oil wells from 33 to 40 cents; women in 
factories can earn only from £0 to K3 
cents a day, and children from C to C 
cents. 


"Chemical makers get from 45 to CO 


cents; glass workers tho same; paper 
makers from 83 to 09 cents for men, and 
from 18 to 40 cents for women. The 
figures are about the same all the way 
thrown tho list."—New York. Press,
